With the exception of relief, cost 
of county government is specific- 
tally lower and San _ Bernardino 
county costs are ninth from the 
lowest in the state, while high- 


In noting the 
tremendous reduction in cost of 
operating the county charity hos- 
pital, Mr. Grier gave much credit 
to Dr. A. L. Weber of Upland, who 
has been a member of the com- 
mittee which brought about a re- 
duction of 50 per cent the first 
year of its service. 

While he has recommended 
adoption of the report of the ef- 
ficiency committee examining af- 
fairs of the county welfare de- 
partment, which has_ increased 
tremendously, he has not had the 
cooperation of the balance of 
supervisors in this regard. Re- 
ferring to the release of an Up- 
land lady from this department, 
Mr. Grier termed the “dismissal 
of a $100 per month clerk no cure 
for a $3,000,000 a year ailment”. 

He explained his position on 
matters of legislation tending to 
effect savings in the administra- 
tion of relief in the state and his 
“apparent change of mind” in re- 
gard to same. In such he insists 
upon protection for local taxpay- 
ers.
